It was great catching up last week. As I said on the phone, I really appreciate your 
aggressiveness on pursuing our business, but we have more than 2 years left on our DNC 
agreement. The contract also has renewal options that may be exercised. 

I am surprised at your follow up, as other concessionaires told us they couldn't bid on the 
existing contract once they learned that DNC had at least two seasons left under the current deal. 
We have been told point blank that they won't interfere with DNC's current contract.
